About Concerts in the West 

Concerts in the West is a small 
but energetic arts charity, which 
organises and promotes an an¬ 
nual series of high quality classi¬ 
cal (occasionally jazz) concerts at 
regional venues in Somerset, 
Dorset and Devon. 

The charity has an ethical pol¬ 
icy that combines two key aims. 

* First it supports young profes¬ 
sional musicians (aged approxi¬ 
mately between 18 and 32), who 
are embarking on their careers in 
music by providing them with a 
series of three to four localised 
concerts over a limited period of 
time.This provides them with the 
opportunity to practice the 
repertoire they will later perform 
at prestigious venues such as 
Wigmore Hall or the Southbank 
Centre. 

* Secondly, it gives West Coun¬ 
try residents unique - but most 
importantly affordable - access 
to an exceptional standard of in¬ 
ternational music at attractive, in¬ 
dividual provincial venues. 


How it all started 

Concerts in the West was 
founded in 2006 by Catherine 
Hodgson, Festival Director of the 
London Handel Festival, after she 
moved from London to the tiny 
Somerset market town of llmin- 
ster. 

"A friend of mine, Peter Lans- 
down, invited me to put on a few 
concerts at the llminster Arts 
Centre. As I had only arrived in 
llminster a few months earlier 
and knew no-one, it seemed like 
a good way of meeting people," 
explained Catherine. 

The llminster concerts proved 
a hit and soon other people 
wanted them."No sooner had we 
planned four concerts than a 
friend suggested putting them 
on at the Marine Theatre in Lyme 
Regis. Then in 2007 the new 
Hatherleigh Community Centre 
in Devon wanted concerts." 

Other concerts followed at 
Hestercombe Gardens, Sandroyd 
School near Salisbury and 
Woodroffe School in Lyme Regis. 


Catherine has always placed 
great importance on the venues, 
believing strongly that their indi¬ 
vidual charm impart each concert 
with a unique atmosphere: "Lis¬ 
tening to a concert at the Meet¬ 
ing House in llminster is a very 
relaxed affair, like sitting in an 
armchair at home surrounded by 
good friends." 

Audience levels are monitored 
and venues are reviewed annu¬ 
ally: "For the Devon 2012 series, 
The Hatherleigh Community Cen¬ 
tre has been changed to Lower 
Pulworthy, a private house (gen¬ 
erally a more popular venue), 
while concerts not involving a 
piano will be take place at Black 
Torrington Church, which is in¬ 
credibly atmospheric." 

A growing success 

Since 2006 Concerts in the 
West has run between five and 
nine concert series a year. All are 
small in keeping with the venue

sizes, but the musical content is 
on another scale altogether. 
Catherine sources only the high¬ 
est calibre young musicians and 
singers who perform an out¬ 
standing varied repertoire of 
Classical and Baroque music, as 
well as jazz. This ensures that 
each series gives the audience a 
totally different musical experi¬ 
ence. 

"We are very fortunate that the 
most highly regarded young pro¬ 
fessional musicians, currently 
making their mark on the music 
scene in the UK and abroad, like 
to play for us and we have had a 
total of 103 beautiful concerts to 
date. The main venues are very 
different and so each concert has 
its own feel."

7# E .West 
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Sports centre back on the agenda

THE convoluted course of Crewk- 
erne’s £850,000 flagship youth and 
sports scheme has taken two new 
twists. 

As a result, the George Reynolds 
Centre Project - which involves an 
elaborate chain of demolition, rede¬ 
velopment, planning, health and fi¬ 
nance deals -this week inched nearer 
to realisation. Probably. 

Twist One: Planners have given 
the green light to converting the age¬ 
ing West One centre in West Street 
into a new multi-purpose GP sur¬ 
gery. 

With development permission now 
secure, the sale of the property by 
the town council to Haven Health 
could soon be on the cards — and is 
set to be keenly debated at a special 
meeting at the town hall next Mon¬ 
day. 


The deal stalled last year as Haven 
Health and the NHS became em¬ 
broiled in detailed negotiations over 
the suitability of converting West 
One into a new health centre. 

Under the Haven Health plan, GP 
Michael Osborne’s practice in South 
Street will relocate to the redevel¬ 
oped West One building and expand 
its activities considerably. 

The money from the building’s 
sale is earmarked for the George 
Reynolds sports and youth centre, 
which is to be built on the Henhayes 
recreation ground. 

Peter Woodward, Dr Osborne’s 
practice manager, welcomed news 
that the West One planning applica¬ 
tion had been successful. 


“This is a significant and positive 
step in the right direction,” he told 
the Weekender, adding that he still 
hoped to relocate the practice by the 
end of this year. 

He said: “The town urgently needs 
a second practice and the new centre 
is capable of accommodating four 
GPs and at least two nurses. 

“It means competition. People will 
have a choice.” 

Twist Two: The George Reynolds 
project was on the agenda earlier this 
week during the January gathering 
of Crewkerne Town Council. 

But detailed discussion was cur¬ 
tailed, with councillors instead 
agreeing to hold an extraordinary 
meeting at 6.45pm this coming 


Monday when they hope to push the 
project forward. 

However, several expressed frus¬ 
tration with the slow progress so far, 
citing worries over the sale of West 
One, doubts about the status of Sec¬ 
tion 106 funds from Persimmon 
Homes, and anxiety about the timing 
of grants from the Football Associa¬ 
tion and the Rugby Football Union. 

Councillor Ron Bond said he was 
“very worried”, adding: “It’s time to 
reconsider and review the situation.” 

Councillor Angie Singleton added: 
“I would support putting West One 
back on the market or look at devel¬ 
oping it ourselves. We have been 
mucked around enough.” 

The public are welcome to attend 
this Monday’s meeting.

holders worried about bur¬ 
glary and car crime. 

Titled “Don’t let crime 
spoil 2012”, the leaflet set 
out several personal anti¬ 
crime pledges, including:

Wrong speed 

MOTORISTS will soon start ignoring a new traffic- 
calming sign because it is flashing the wrong infor¬ 
mation, according to one worried resident. 

Highways engineers installed the radar-activated 
sign in the 20mph zone at the eastern entrance to 
Crewkerne early on Monday. 

But within hours it was causing consternation, not 
calming. 

A member of the public raised the matter at the start 
of the January town council meeting on Monday 
evening. 

He also warned that the sign is in the wrong place 
and needs to be relocated. 

Speaking during the open forum session, he said: 
“There is a traffic speed indicator by The Round¬ 
house, near Mount Pleasant. 

“It’s right in the middle of the 20mph limit and 
shows only a 30mph speed, which is inappropriate.” 

He added that once drivers cottoned-on to the error, 
they would be far less likely to take any notice of it 
or reduce their speed. 

“It needs sorting - and moving further up the road. 
It should be sited up by the cemetery,” he urged. 

Town clerk Jeanne Warner welcomed the com¬ 
ments and promised to raise the matter with Somerset 
Highways the following morning.

branches — food to en¬ 
courage insect-eating 
birds into the orchard. 

The ceremony closed 
with a dozen blasts of 
shotguns through the 
upper branches to send 
any remaining evil spirits 
on their way. 

“Wassail” is derived 
from an Old Norse phrase 


meaning “be in health”. 

Barrington Court has 
ten acres of orchard with 
more than 100 different 
varieties of apple tree. 

There is estimated to be 
more than 550 apple trees 
in total and last year Bar¬ 
rington Court produced 
3,000 litres of cider.

A COLLECTION of Second World War campaign medals 
awarded to former Crewkerne Town Council Chairman 
Tony Dowse-Brenan went under the hammer in Bristol 
recently. 

Specialist military memorabilia auctioneers Dreweatts 
described the items as: "A Second World War group of 
six to Captain AEF Dowse-Brenan, Royal Artillery, 1939- 
1945 Star, Africa Star, Italy Star, Defence Medal, War 
Medal 1939-45, General Service Medal 1918-1962, one 
clasp, Palestine 1945-48, (Capt AEF Dowse-Brenan RA), 
mounted for wearing, together with two framed regi¬ 
mental'caricatures', dated 1962 by'Bos'. 

"Lt Col Dowse-Brenan came from fighting Irish stock, 
joining first the Ayrshire Yeomanry, serving on the staff 
during the Second World War, then in Palestine. 

"He also served with the Territorial Army, becoming 
Colonel of the Queen's Own Dorset and West Somerset 
Yeomanry." 

The medals and regimental caricature fetched £130 
and went to an undisclosed buyer.

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Villagers fear losing their bus service

MANY residents of Mer- 
riott and Hinton St George 
and Seavington are living in 
fear of isolation at the an¬ 
nouncement that they may 
be about to lose their vital 
bus service which links 
them to Crewkeme, Ilmin- 
ster and South Petherton. 

Last Friday David Laws 
MP met with locals and 
councillors to receive a pe¬ 
tition and hear their com¬ 
plaints against bus service 
cuts being imposed by 
Somerset County Council. 

Many villagers had not 
even known about the pro¬ 
posed cut until regular bus 
user Mary Dalton put a sign 


on the noticeboard after she 
read the notice on the bus. 
Mary, who suffers with 
ME, relies on the service 
and was shocked to see the 
notice, which stated people 
had until January 13th to 
submit comments. She im¬ 
mediately posted petitions 
around the village and took 
one on the bus with her. 
She said: “I would be com¬ 
pletely housebound with¬ 
out the bus service, I use it 
to shop in Ilminster be¬ 
cause the Co-op here is ex¬ 
pensive and very limited 


and I need it to get to the 
doctors. I am terrified of 
becoming a prisoner in my 
own home.” 

Fellow villager Carol 
Palmer was also very wor¬ 
ried. She said: “I am a 
widow and pensioner on 
my own and I volunteer in 
the Red Cross shop in 
Crewkeme three mornings 
a week. It keeps me sane, I 
don’t know what I’d do if 
they take the bus away. It’s 
too far to walk and taxis are 
too expensive, I use the bus 
most days.” 


Residents Edward and 
Kay Robinson were sup¬ 
porting the petition, even 
though they seldom use the 
service at present. They 
commented: “You have got 
to think ahead, we are still 
driving at the moment but 
there will come a time 
when we have to give up 
the car and there are many 
retired people in our posi¬ 
tion. As you get older you 
rely on these things, sud¬ 
denly we are vulnerable. 

“We only found out about 
it because someone put a 
notice up, there was noth¬ 
ing from the council.” 

Villager Wendy Brown 
was incensed. She said: 
“There has always been a 
bus service in Merriott, it’s 
the rich looking after the 
rich and the people who 
made this country are being 
forgotten. How would you 
like to sit in your house day 
in day out? I use it every 
day to get to Crewkeme, I 
would be isolated in my 
own home. 

Mr Laws called on Som¬ 
erset County Council to se¬ 
cure the future of school 
bus transport serving the 
village of Merriott. He said 
cuts to this service would 
mean working parents who 
were unable to take chil- 


Reprieve for Merriott school bus 

As the Weekender went to press this week David Laws, MP for Yeovil Constituency, 
welcomed a policy reversal by Somerset County Council, which decided to maintain 
bus transport for the school children of Merriott. 

Written confirmation was given by the county council that the route will continue 
to be deemed "unsafe", thereby obliging the council to continue to provide arrange¬ 
ments to get children to school safely, rather than axe the bus service as it had been 
considering. 

Commenting, Mr Laws said: "Last year the county council came up with a bizarre 
plan that would have had young children walking down narrow country lanes and 
then down a busy A-road - in both cases without any pavements. Then, more re¬ 
cently, there were plans to get children to use another route which was judged too 
dangerous to walk years ago, when it was far less busy than it is today. 

"There has never been a good, safe, case for changing the rules, and I hope the Con¬ 
servatives at County Hall have finally accepted this. I congratulate the local coun¬ 
cillor Paul Maxwell, for all his hard work to protect the service." 

"Now that the council has seen the light on this issue, I'll be keeping up the pressure 
to make them change course on proposed cuts to other bus services in our area."

Library u-turn proves costly for council budget 


THE COURT case that caused the u- 
turn by Somerset County Council 
over the closure of libraries has turned 
out to be a costly affair. 

The plan, that was to have saved 
county council funds, has now re¬ 
sulted in the legal costs for the Judi¬ 
cial Review of nearly £70,000. 

The council had proposed to make 
savings of £1.35m by reducing open¬ 
ing hours and mobile libraries, and 
ending funding for 11 smaller li¬ 
braries, offering them to their local 


communities to run. The proposals 
had been drawn up as the council set 
about making £75 million in savings 
over a three year period. 

At the High Court in November last 
year, a Judicial Review found the 
council’s decisions to make changes 
to the library service to be unlawful 
because of a failure to comply with 
the public sector equalities duties. The 
judgment directed the council to rein¬ 
state any services that had been re¬ 
duced or stopped. 


The councilfs legal costs for the Ju¬ 
dicial Review were £24,573.38 for in¬ 
ternal solicitors! fees, £44,034.08 for 
external counsels’ fees and £135 for 
court fees; a total of £68,742.46. 
Other associated costs were travel and 
accommodation for people attending 
legal hearings which totalled 
£2,590.78. 

Somerset County Council has been 
ordered to pay the other sidefs legal 
costs but has not yet been informed 
how much this will be.

Bringing the classics to a local audience

F OR Catherine Hodg¬ 
son a move to Ilmin- 
ster in 2004 brought 
a whole other string to her 
musical bow, founding a 
new charity which brings 
top class musicians with a 
broad spectrum of classi¬ 
cal and baroque music, to 
small venues the area. 

Already the director of 
the London Handel Festi¬ 
val for the previous 12 
years, a chance encounter 
at the Meeting House Arts 
Centre led to her founding 
Concerts in the West in 
2006, which covers Devon 
Dorset and Somerset. 

In a whirlwind move, 
Catherine had to get her 
office set up within a week 
in order to keep going with 
her busy job, which in¬ 
volves intense advance 
planning and organisation. 

She said: “I Googled of¬ 
fice space and found the 
premises in Ditton Street, 
then I met the owner 
Michael Hicks and it all 
happened very quickly. 
The only reason I can run 
the festival from here is 
thanks to computers. I did¬ 
n’t know a soul and was 
having a quiet coffee in the 
Meeting House cafe one 
day when I met Peter 


Landsdown and he said, 
‘how about some concerts 
for the Meeting House?’ 

“I did four in the first 
year, then someone said 
why not take them to 
Lyme Regis. It has grown 
and changed over the 
years, the venues in Dorset 
have changed and I have 
moved them to Bridport. 
Lyme is lovely but it’s dif¬ 
ficult to get people in 
Lyme. 

The Meeting House is 
the best venue, it’s gor¬ 
geous, perfect for chamber 
music - the musicians love 
the acoustics and the inti¬ 
macy of it - we put the 
chairs round in a circle, it’s 
lovely.” 

A bookbinder by trade, 
Catherine had needed an¬ 
other income and went to 
work at the academy of St 
Martins in the Field. While 
at the college, she met the 
musical director who 
started the Handel festival. 
Not really musical herself, 
she knew nothing about 
the composer or organis¬ 
ing concerts but learned 
along the way and when 
he was unable to continue, 
she stepped in as festival 


director. Her new musical 
director, Laurence Cum¬ 
mings has become a pa¬ 
tron of Concerts in the 
West. 

The London festival is 
baroque, with historically 
informed performances as 
close to the original as 
possible but Catherine 
tries to make the concerts 
in the West Country a 
cross section of historical 
and new pieces, encourag¬ 
ing young but highly ac¬ 
complished musicians to 
bring London sounds at 
local prices. 

She continued: “I don’t 
play safe, I’m all for en¬ 
couraging a new and inter¬ 
esting programme, not just 
your bog standard Mozart 
and Beethoven and like to 
put a googly into the mix. 
I usually put a jazz concert 
in the middle of the pro¬ 
gramme and one year I 
had a fantastic percussion 
group that was the worst 
sold but the most talked 
about. 

“We have a core of peo¬ 
ple who come regularly 
and know they are coming 
to something good, even if 
it is unfamiliar. It would be 


nice to get a younger audi¬ 
ence too, I went to Green- 
fylde School with a young 
opera singer once and I 
don’t think the children 
will ever forget it. 

“I admire the piano, so al¬ 
ways have a piano recital in 
the series. All my life I had 
music around me, my 
mother used to take me to 
the Royal Concert Hall but 


I am one of the few non¬ 
musicians administering 
concerts in this way, 
mostly it is people who 
have trained in music. Mu¬ 
sicians are very good em¬ 
ployees, because they are 
very disciplined and hard 
working. 

“I work long hours, in 
the morning and late at 
night to get bookings or¬ 
ganised in advance and de¬ 
sign the programmes for 
printing. I want to keep the 
concerts at a reasonable 
price down here but will 
not let performers down. If 
I have promised them a fee 
that’s what they get, re¬ 
gardless of ticket sales and 
I have had to supplement 
from my own pocket more 
than once. I will not com¬ 
promise on the quality. 

“The series has a bigger 
name in the industry than 
local people realise, Peter 
helped me get charitable 
status for Concerts in the 
West which we got last 
December but I have no 
time for fundraising and 
have thankfully just found 
a local volunteer to help 
me. 

“I absolutely love Som¬ 
erset and now when I do 
go to London, it’s absolute 
bliss coming back, because 
I work at night a lot I have 
become a lady who 
lunches and often go to the 
Meeting House Cafe, to sit 
among the art, it is a won¬ 
derful place and I have 
made many new friends.” 

Donations to Concerts in 
the West are welcome and 
offers of beds for perform¬ 
ers who have often come 
from overseas and are 
stopping off on tour, are al¬ 
ways welcome to help 
keep their costs down. For

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Tips to help you make over your front garden 


1. Try classic topiary 
Clipped shrubs such as box 
and bay look wonderful in 
front of homes with a formal 
facade. Topiary bushes aren't 
cheap, however — from 
around £80 for a pair of simple 
ball-shaped bushes to well 
over £200 for a pair of spiral 
designs. Water regularly, and 
consider chaining your pots to 
railings to ensure that oppor¬ 
tunistic thieves don't make off 
with your precious plants. 
Trim plants in June and August 
for best results. Get into a rou¬ 
tine of applying slow-release 
fertiliser granules every three 
months and repotting every 
two years. Get the look with 
artificial topiary bushes! 

2. Add scented roses 
Think of roses around a front 
door and a country cottage 
springs to mind, but there are 
varieties that can be used to 
enhance the front of almost 
any home. Consider practical 


details such as how sunny 
your spot is, how often you 
want to prune and if you want 
to deal with thorns, as well as 
your preference for colour and 
scent. Think about when you 
want flowers. Some roses have 
just one flush each year, while 
others bloom for months. 
Can't decide? Some roses start 
in one shade and mature to 
another — x odorata 'Mutablis' 
offers yellow, pink and crim¬ 
son flowers all on one bush. 

3. Lay a smart path 
Keep soil and grass from being 
trekked into your hallway with 
a simple path, which can be an 
attractive feature in its own 
right. Use materials that suit 
your home — so if you have 
brick walls and a slate roof, 
consider using brick edging 
and slate paving. White peb¬ 
bles or gravel will highlight 
your route as it gets dark, and 
the crunching underfoot with 
alert you to a visitor's arrival. 


You can lay new gravel (from 
£3 per bag) yourself if the path 
isn't too long, but you might 
need to get the professionals 
in to lay paving. If so, obtain 
three quotes for the work and 
expect to pay £20 to £60 per 
sq m. 

4. Plant up a container 
Deter thieves by choosing a 
large, heavy container that's 
difficult to move. Old troughs 
and Belfast sinks are inexpen¬ 
sive and look great. Plant up 
garden containers in situ, as 
they'll be even heavier when 
filled with compost. Position 
them near the house as you 
won't want to trek far with 
your watering can on hot days! 
Think bold for a container of 
this scale. Choose tall purple 
amaranthus or orange mimu- 
lus for the centre and nastur¬ 
tium 'Empress of India' for the 
edges. Osteospermum is per¬ 
fect for September planting as 
it blooms until the first frosts.

Plant up window boxes in the 
same way, opting for low- 
growing varieties. 

5. Put up a hanging basket 
Save money by making up 
your own basket, rather than 
buying a ready-made one. 
Place the basket over a 
wastepaper bin to hold it se¬ 
curely in place while you work. 
Add a liner, compost and 
plenty of water-retaining gel 
crystals and slow-release fer¬ 
tiliser. Mix well and water 
to allow the crystals to swell. 
Opt for fast-growing hanging 
basket flowers, such as pink 
Surfinia petunias and white 
bacopa. They cost from 85p 
each, and you'll only need four 
per basket. 

Hang in a sunny spot, water 
every day, and you should 
have a colourful show in 
around two or three weeks. 
Remove dead flowers fre¬ 
quently to encourage more to 
bloom.

Mixed bag in busy week for Buckler 


T HERE were mixed fortunes for local trainer 
Bob Buckler's stable in what was a busy 
week with a third of his horses racing all 
over the country from Folkestone to Chepstow 
and Haydock Park writes Stuart Broom. 

There were first wins since joining the stable for 
Malin Head and Trenchant, whilst Ballyegan ran 
another superb race to finish second, and The 
Sawyer once again showed his class in finishing 
fourth in the Grade 2 Peter Marsh Chase at Hay- 
dock. 

Malin Head got the week off to a great start by 
winning the canterburyhorserescue.org Handi¬ 
cap Chase at Folkestone over 2 miles 5 furlongs 
on Tuesday. 

Having disappointed in his three races over hur¬ 
dles earlier in the season he was excellent in his 
first race over fences, leading from the start to the 
finish. 

Head lad Giles Scott was elated by the perform- 
ance."Chuffed to bits after that, it was absolutely 
fantastic. After the disappointment in his hurdle 


races, to see him do the job that he was bred for 
was fantastic. 

I think it was worth travelling all the way to 
Folkestone to find the better ground where he 
looked a better horse. He led from start to finish, 
ears pricked and jumping impeccably and was 
eased down at the finish. 

Trenchant recently joined the stable from Alan 
King's stable where he had an impressive record 
over hurdles having won four Grade 2 races and 
was rated at 149. 

In his first race over fences at Chepstow he 
jumped well, but then lost his way a little at Win- 
canton before his switch. 

He easily won the Class 5 Follow Us On Twitter 
At Lingfieldpark Beginners' Chase over 2 Vi miles 
as Buckler eased him back to winning ways. 

"Another fantastic run. He's a quiet horse and 
produced a good clear round of jumping and 
won comfortably and will give him a boost. He 
ballooned a couple of the early fences but the 
further they went the better it got." 


Ballyegan continued his impressive run of re¬ 
sults including second in the Mandarin Chase at 
Newbury, when again finishing second behind 
favourite Nodoubtaboutit in the 
lingfieldpark.co.uk Novices' Handicap Chase over 
three miles. 

The Sawyer once again showed what a good, 
consistent horse he is with fourth place in a fairly 
tough field that included ex Grand National win¬ 
ner Mon Mome. 

Front running as usual he made a slight mistake 
at the sixth, but otherwise was impeccable in his 
jumping, before losing his place as the race quick¬ 
ened and finding himself in ninth place. 

"I think the faster Haydock track compared to 
Ascot and Cheltenham was not to his advantage 
as the horses quickened, but he kept galloping at 
his one pace. 

"As the race developed some of those that had 
gone past him tired and he repassed them with 
his relentless gallop.To finish fourth in a compet¬ 
itive race like the Peter Marsh is a very good re¬ 


sult." 

Another of the stable's best known characters 
Double Dizzy had a disappointing time at Win- 
canton where he finished well down the field in 
the Bathwick Tyres Salisbury Handicap Chase 
over 3 miles 1 furlong.
